blooms of each. 

On November 7th, 1892, the Pennsylvania Horticultural Society’s first prize was awarded IH. E. Chitty for the best 
collection of cut blooms of carnations, being a collection of twenty-one varieties, twelve blooms of each. Several other 
first premiums were awarded H. E. Chitty on the same occasion for Carnations in bunches of seperate colors, notably 
White, Dark Pink, Variegated and Crimson, the white variety beme a superb bunch of Lizzie McGowan, which is un- 
doubted] y the best white at present in cultivation. My's saleable stock will be taken from the same plants as produced 
the prize-taking flowers, mentioned above.
